More common humanity dictates 
that the tflmporary illness of a public 
officer nhould not be seized upon as a 
pretext to urge his retirement, or to 
taunt him -with the non-lulfilment of 
duties pertaining to tho position he 
holdH ; but whon it is a matter of 
notoriety that the incumbent of 
an offico has become so invalided 
that tho modical skill tbe Coloiy 
has been exhausted in his behult 
■without effect, and that an en- 
tire withdrawal irooi tho cares of 
business and a return to England are 
necessary to restore him to health — 
there is rarely no inhumanity in al- 
lowing our know.edgo oi tho incon- 
veniences and losses roBultiug from 
the non-performanco of tho duties 
to be mado public, and in advising 
an inBtant sovoranco ot tho tio 
■which binds the officor to the 
Colony. Throwing aside, then, con*- 
eiderations of a delicate nature, aod 
looking at tho case entirely as it affects 
the public woal, wo aro foroed to say 
that the official who retains a position 
Biter ho has bocomo incapacitated 
through illness or any other cause 
for the proper discharge of its funo- 
tionP, is acting in ill faith with the 
Government from which be derives bin 
appointment and tho people whose in- 
terests bo was selected to guard. 
For some timo it has been under- 
stood that a high official is pre- 
vented from attending to his duties 
in consequence of a severo attack of 
illnesa which it is said can only bo 
combatted by a change of olinmte; 
and tbe fact that tho publio interests 
are Buffering in a most serious and 
alarming manuer in consequence 
is patent to all. Deputations havo 
bben unable to obtain an audienoo j 
memorials on important subjects havo 
remained unnoticed; and the most 
trivial as well as the most important 
communications havo tailed te draw 
forth even an acknowledgment. Un- 
der suoh a state of things, (we say it in 
all kindness), the contiuuanco of tho 
gentleman ia his position would be 
perilous to his health and in the 
highest degree prejudicial to tho best 
interests of the Colony. There are 
timcB when tho country expeots its 
offioers as well as its citizons to lay 
down their lives in its service, but 
the exigency does not exist now, and 
no feeling, save that of a mistaken 
sense of duly, will palliate or excuse 
a further retention of the office under 
circumstances so distressing on tho one 
band and so disastrous on tho othor. 

The recent invention of tho applica- 
tion of vulcanized India rubber to the 
tires of road steamers, is not wiihout 
interest to this seotion. Oucnbionally, 
for years back, a projoot has boon 
mooted for tho construction of a train- 
- -way from .Nanaim.o to Etquimalt, so 
that Bea-going vessels might avoid tho 
intricato navigation between tboso two 
portB, and savo the additional premi- 
um paid for insurarco and tho chargos 
for pilotage. In the northern part of 
New York State, a fow months ago, 
we passed over a thirty-mile tramway 
of locust-wood, which had been in u-o 
f or the gonoral purposos as a railroad 
several years, and hardly bore ovidonoo 
of wear. Tho speed attainod was 
about fifteen milt-s with locomotivos. 
Tho ooBt of tho road was but S7000 a 
mile ; and its succos-s bad induced tho 
cilizens of somo localities in that State 
and Canada to take stock in compan„ 
ios formed to lay down woodofi rails 
for tho facilitation of traffic botweon 
certain interior cities. It. is probablo, 
bowovor, t'at tho improved road- 
atoamers will obviate tho nocossity lor 
rails, and that the groat problem of run- 
ning locomctivos with loaded cars 
attached ovor ordinary roads without 
injury cither to the cngino or tho thoi« 
Ougbfuro, has at last b-'on solved; in 
•which case even wooden rails may be 
discarded, and rapid iand communica- 
tion by Bteam with Nanaimo and 
othor points sooured without tho 
necessily of a tramway. Experiments 
recently mudo in Scotland with the 
India rubber tiro havo boon attended 
•with most satisfactory msulls, and il 
ia not doubted that within a fow 
months steam traction ongitiOB will bo 
running successfully upon ovory road 
throughout tho United Kingdom, and 
even over tho streets of crowded cities. 
In a late numbor ot the Scotsman wo 
find a roport of one ot these- oxper, 
imonts, which wo commend to tho 
careful attention of the Govornmont 
and our business mon;

steamers, with India rubber wheel tires, jut-"- 
ing four huue loaded wagons in tow. t.acb 
WBgon weighed when empty two and tlr;e- 
quarter tons, and carried a load of Svn end 
one-quurler tons of coals, making tbe gi mi 
weight of the wagons 33 too*. The road 
steamer weighs eight tone. Thus a total or 
40 tons wqb in motion. The road steamer 
had drawn tho ttttio from Newbattle collier- 
ies eight miles from Edinburg, over a very 
hilly road, with rising gradients of one in 
sixteen. 

The hill from Pow Burn up to Minfo street 
is both long and Bleep, but the road fteauier 
drew its triin to the top with tbe most perfect 
ease It was very eurioas io wstch tho be- 
havior of the patent India rubber tires of tha 
road steamer as they p&sssd over the various 
descriptions of road auiluca. In tbe out- 
skirts of the city where the roads aco mac- 
adamized, there were many places wbera 
broken Btones hod juot been spread on tho 
burface. Over these sharp loosa uionea the 
Iodiu lubber tiros of the road steamer paused 
without crushing, or in fact disturbing them 
in the leaet. Tbe roughest and BOurpest bed 
of broken stones sank gently mio ibe elastic 
cushkn ol India rubber, wh'ch rose Irom tho 
contact with tha most jagged tragmeota of 
stone without any trace or marl: o( injury. 
The perfect command which the conductors 
of the train bac over its movements enabled 
them to coutrol boib ita courso and speid 
wild the inmost precision. The line of streets 
through which it passed are always the most 
crowded streets io the city, but nothwiih- 
slandiog all these obstacles, aggravated by 
the streets boiog at some points uuder ro- 
pair and closed for one-bull their width, nc 
difficulty was experienced in steering clear of 
every impediment. 

Tho extremely curious way in which tho 
wbolo lour wagons follow enako-like in lbs 
track of the road sloamer, was clearly soon 
in passing out of North Bridge into Leilli 
street. First tbo road steamer bad to turn 
to tho right, and before the last wagon was 
around tbe corner to the right, iho road 
stoamer bee" alreudy turned sharp to tbo left 
to eo into Leith street. Thus 'he train ao« 
tually assumocl the form of tho letter S, evory 
wag n going over the same ground as tho 
road steamer with the most perleot accuraoy. 
Tbe Irdia Rubber tires, interposing a soft 
and elastic cushion betwoen tbe two, eDect- 
ualy protect them both from every jar and 
jolt— in toot as much eo as if tbo engine 
were traveling over a tramway ol India rub- 
ber.'

Editorial Correspondence— No* 24. 



Toronto, Ontabio, Sept. 1, 1868. 
I regret that tbe time still at my disposal 
will allow me to torry but a few hours iD 
this, the oapital city of the ptoviDoe of 
Ontario and the metropolis of ihe most fertile 
and populous section of the New Dominion. 
• I reached this point after a ride of sixteen 
hours from Montreal over (he Grand Trunk 
Railway, but am able to Rive only a very 
incomplete description of the journey and 
be section in which I find myself. The 
line of road by which I curne hither runs 
through a country mostly flat aud uninterest- 
ing and exhibiting but little ol the spirit ol 
enterprise oriimprovemont. Many of the 
towns, loo, through or paot which we were 
whirled do not appear to enjoy a very great 
measure of prosperity, and few signs of im- 
provement were observod until we reached a 
point Bomo 60 miles east of Toronto, where 
tha character of iho country gradually 
changes, the aoil becomes more favorable, the 
farms moro numerous and the lowna lar^en 
'Btnarter' and thriftior in appearance. Those 
points ot difference ore attributable in a 
gnat measure to the severity ol the winter 
in the section that borders on the St Law- 
ronoe river, and the less fertile character of its 
Boil. The eouniry bordering on Lake Ontario 
enjoys a moro tomperato climate and the 
cbaraoter of the soil is better fitted to reward 
the labor of man than t! at of Lower Canada 
I have seen nowhere richer soil, finer farms, 
or thriftier peoplo than are to be found in 
this section. Toronto is a modern built 
city of 60,000 inhabitants! Tbo buildings 
are mostly of brick, the streets wido opJ 
running at right angles— points of difference 
between this city and Montreal, where most 
of the buildings are of granite and tbe 
thoroughfares wiih few exceptions 88 
crooked as rams' horns. What Notre Darao 
Btreet is to Montreal," King street Is to 
Toronto— its principal ruiaipow thoroughfare, 
whereon are situated die finest stores in 
which the heaviest retail trade is transacted. 
The wholesale buciness ol Toronto is large 
and increasing with a rapidity unexampled 
elsewhere in the Dominion save at Montreal, 
where, as I have stated in a previous letter, 
the growth in tbe past few years baa been 

» marvellous. Twelve years ago the bulk of 

i fhp goods required for West Canadian con» 
sumption were purchased by Toronto mor* 
chants at Montreal from importers there; 
but of late yea.'s the lormer havo opened 
commercial relations with England, and now 
nearly every prosperous merchant of this 
city is an importei Cunada West, it mast 
also be remembered, has of late yoars 
entered largely into the manufacture of many 
articles which were, formerly imported from 
ihe Old Country, and for these articles 
Toronto furnishes the beat and surest 
market, just as Montreal furnishes the best 
market lor articles ol Lower Canadian pro- 
duction. Notwithstanding the abrogation ol 
tbe Reciprocity Treaty the value of the im- 
ports and exports of the Provinoes have 
largely augmented «ince 1866, About the 
only perceptible effect of the abrogation ol 
the Treaty has been the transler ol Canadian 
trade from New York and Boston to London 
aud Liverpool, The exports to the United 
Slates of articles of Cana.1ion production are 
now larger than ever befo-e, nnd stimulated 
by being thrown upon their own resources 
The Canadians have snatched from the grasp 
of the New Yorkers a very Urge shaie of the 
trade their purt formerly enjoyed with the 

9 West Indies — the sxoellonce and chaupness 
of Canadian manufactures giving them a 
preeminence over American goods. Tbo 
ous oms tariff (iverage) of British Columbia 
(if I remember corteotly) is 20 per cent., 
while that of the Dominion is but 15 per 

, cent. Labor is nearly as well paid here a- 
in the Stales, when we bring greenback 
.priees down to a gold basis. You read 
that laborers get §2 in tbe Northern States 
and only $1 in Canada; but please remember 
that greenbacks are worth but 70 ceLts on 
the dollar, that the price of every necessary 
is double what it is here, across tbe line 
. (dour, worth to-day only $G in San Francis 
po sells readily for §12 in gold in New York) 
end taxation so heavy ns to be almost 

* unbearable, and toll me how much bettor off 
is the American who recewes S2 per day 
in greenbacks than the Canadian who earns 
81 a day in silver t Those who have workod 
in both countries unhesitatingly give the 
hard money country tbo preferenoe. 

The public buildings of Toronto are numcr-. 
ous and handsome. The University, Nor- 
mal School, Trinity find Upper Canada 
Colleges,. Mechanic's, Masonio and St Law- 
renoo Halls, are all imposing structures, hut 
their internal arrangements and decorations 
must remain for tbo present a 'sealed book' 
to me, as 1 have not the time at my disposal 
to attempt cvon a cursory inspection, 

I bare spoken of Montreal as a cJieap 
rnmke! to which resort thousands of Ameri- 
cans yearly to replenish their wordrubes ; 

* but I find goods at least 10 pur cant lower 
hero than at Montroal. I do not epenk par- 
ticularly ol Canadian manufactures. 1 mean 
imported goods ns well, but for soma reason 
wbich I cannot divine, the dideranoa is not 
porceptiblo to visitors from tho States, moBt 
of^wborjn pass through Toronto and buy in 
Montreal. 

The hotels pf Canada are nothing to boast 
of. St Lawrence Uall, the 'crack' hotel ol 
Montreal, oharges S3 per day in silver' and 



tho board will not compare with that provided 
for the same money at San Fronc'nco. Tbe 
ohargos at Toronto are $2 50 in silver per 
day, and the board muoh inferior even to 
thai at Montreal. The charges at the Rus- 
sell Houpc, Ottawa, are $2 50 per day. 
With labor and food bo mush lower than in 
Sao Francisoo, it is a puzzle to me how the 
Bonifaces of that goodly city can aflord to 
famish better bills of fare and belter room 
accommodations than those of Canada for 
about the samo rates. 

The political feeling ia favornble to the 
continuance of tbe Macdonald Ministry, and 
tho earnest desire of all ia to extend the limits 
of the Confederacy to the Puoifio at the 
earliest possible moment, > The fanatical 
effort of Wilkins, the Attorney»General of 
Nova Sootta over theRepeni Resolutions, end 
his threats to appeal to a 'foreign country' 
for aid, is looked upon hero 'as Buncombe; 
but the quostion thai most naturally occurs 
to men's minds is, whether nn officer en- 
tertaining such sentiments should be allowed 
to remain a moment longer in tbe Bervioe of 
iler Majesty without a distinct disavowal 
upon his part of treasonable intention?,

Hamilton, Ontario, Sopt 2d, J868. 

A rido of two brurs in the cars brought mo 
from Toronto to this city, which is situated 
at the head of Lake Ontario, and oonisinB 
some 22,000 inhabitants und many handsoma 
privato ond public buildings. The lino ol 
road runs through o maguilicent country in a 
high Biate olcultivatiou. In fact, tho coun- 
try is a 'garden' for richness of soil and 
productions, as far as tho eye can reach. 
Here I hnd our whilom friend and fellows 
townsman, Rev Dr Evuns, ol tho Wesleyan 
Methodist Church, and his lamily, all in tho 
enjoyment of health and happinoss. Tbe 
reverend gentleman ia settled over a Inrge 
and iifluentinl congregation in this oily— a 
congregation over whioh. by the way, bo was 
pastor tweniy-seven years ago, at n time 
when ho was in the full vigor of man- 
hood and when tbo large auii flourishing city 
I see around mo was in it9 swaddling olotbea 
It must bo a eourco of sincere gratification 
to the doctor, after years ol toil in a distant 
land, to bo welcomed glndly bank by tho 
deecendaots of the men and woman over 
whoso spiriluul welfare moro than a quarter 
of a century ago ho faithfully watched.

How strango, that away in Westorn Canada 
I" Bhould find railway accommodations su- 
perior to those on any of the many lines 
running out of the great American metropo- 
lis, end compared with whioh the lattor bear 
about tbe same relation us the kitchen of a 
bonse to its parlor, ' Near this point some ten 
years ago a bridgo broke down beneath the 
weight of a train of care, diivenat full speed 
by an inexperienced engineer, and forty lives 
wero lost. Since that period few acoideote 
have occurred, owing to tho precautions im- 
posed by law upou tho employes. 

Hamilton contains several hotels, where 
accommodations (good for Canada) may be 
ubtamed ; but us I have previously stated' 
none of the hotels at which I have ' put up' 
surpusa and few cqu.il tho hotels of San 
Francisco.

Cohox, Gth Nov, 18C8. 

Editor British Colonist : — Tbe Yale 
Convention has troly said that the Govern- 
ment is a despotism. But why should scorn 
and mockery of our rights be added to Ihe 
other acta of injustice which wo hove hither- 
to borne witb patience ? Tho people of 
Comoz are law-abiding and loyal, but ibere 
Is a iimit to even their powerB of endurance, 
and the insulting manner in which ihey are 
treated by those in authority tends to foster 
a spirit of dissatisfaction which will culmin- 
ate in an active and spirited resistance to 
the Government. Our most recent wrong is 
ths attempt to force upon us, us our repre- 
sentative, Mr David Babington Rin,?, a gentle- 
man who may be an able lawyer, and a gocd 
judge of wine, but from whose political 
opinions we decidedly diHer, and whose 
former political career, while member for Na- 
naimo, w»8 not such as to recommend hitu to 
this constituency. Hitherto this distiiot has 
had no voice in the Government of the 
country, and the first intimation that we 
wore to bo honored wilh the franchise wo had 
on tbo 3rd inst, from Mr C K Price, who 
published handbills stating that tbe btipea> 
diary Magistrate would reueive voles on the 
5ih for a member for the district in conjunc- 
tion with Nanaimo, without stating what 
were tbo qualifications of electors, or who 
were tbe omdidates, ond when questioned, 
could give no other information. This was 
followed by nn intimation that Mr Ring was 
to iland, and that there was no other candi- 
date in tbe Geld. This took uo by surprise. 
Wo had formerly wished to have a repre- 
sentative to attend to our interests, but the 
hbortneBS of notice and the distanco and want 
of communication witb Victoria, totally pre- 
cluded ua from takicg tbo requisite Hteps !o 
nominate a fit and proper man, But wo ox- 
pected Mr Ring and an opponeut cn the 
atearaor ; neither appeared. Mr Ring, how- 
ever, in a private letter to Mr Price, solicited 
his services in explaining bis views to the 
cleotors, He did this at a meeting on tbo 
Oth, at which a considerable number of tho 
settlers attended. But we saw do necessity 
for voting for a solitary oandidate, who sent 
ue no address, and whom we could not ques- 
lion concerning the policy he would advocate 
Oue individual alone availed himself of the 
glorious privilege of voting for a man who 
can be rejected at the will of an incapable 
Governor. Let it be recorded that James 
Thompson voted for D B Ring, giving as bis 
reason, •Because, shvre, he's an lrithman ." 
But tbe others considered the whole affair a 
mockoty of Representative Institutions and 
refuied to vote, as tbe man we want is one 
who will steadfastly oppose tbe present irrei. 
sponsible and extravagant Government. Ad- 
vocate Retrenchment, Reciprocity, Confede- 
ration, and tho immediate introduction of 
Representative Institutions. Then we might 
expect some littlo attention lo our local ne- 
cessities, such as Regular Steamboat Com- 
munication and Roads and Bridges for whioh 
we have hitherto not received one cent. 

Mr Fell being hero on business, delivered 
an oration in Alexander's 'Hoiol, endeavoring 
to convince us that the Colony was utterly 
unfit for Represontaiive Institutions, extolling 
Iho Free Port, opposing Confederation, and 
maintaining that Victoria i» British Colum- 
bia. But we know how powerful self-iuleresl 
is, and be failed in his object. 

Mr Editor, what is your opinion of the 
manner in which we are treated? Assist us 
in the application for and the maintenance of 
our just rights. Fearlessly advocate Reform 
And although the enemies of Freedom abuse 
you, you will earn the approbation of tbe 
wiga and good, and tbe gratitude of the 
electors of Cotnox.
